Berlin, Deo. 24 — Since tho commercial 
treaties with Roumania, Spain and Servia 
wore passed, ClmncoUor von Caprivi haa 
profeaaod to bo tired of his ollico and to bo 
willing to resign immediately after the pan" 
log of the treaty with Bossia. The state 
ment that he has told the Emperor of hii 
(loaire to retire is heard daily, not only in 
liigh ollicial circles, but by the public at 
largo ; it is taken with a grain 
of salt. Tho Conservative agita 
tion against tho Chancellor is more 
energetic tliao over. Hia old Prussian 
aeaociatos aro eepooiully bitter, but no iu- 
liuenccs on any side have broken tho Em- 
peror's determination to adhere to liis fore- 
most ollicial. Count Botho Euleoberg, 
I'rueaian Premier, iiaving found his in- 
trigues thwarted by the Kmperor'a confi- 
dence or prejudice, lias gone over to the 
Chancellor'a side completely in tho last few 
days, and the pcrBonul friction between the 
two statesmen haa ceased ; henco Eu- 
lenberg'a circular ordering high Prua- 
aian ollioials, whom he tacitly per- 
mitted during tho laat days of 
the Landtag elections to oppoao tho Govern- 
ment, to stop their obstructive tactics. It 
is late in tho day for Eulenberg to isaue the 
order. The supremo signifioanoe of the cir- 
cular lies mainly in the fact that it recog- 
ninea tho permanence of the Chancellor's po- 
sition whioli ho nought to undermine. 

The winter manteuvrea in Brandenburg 
will he postponed until hard frosts have aot 
in. The ISmperor wishes to see a series of 
displays by soldiers on skates, ice-shoes, ice- 
boats, sleds drawn by horses, and the like, 
all to reach a climax ia a grand winter 
battle. I 

'The police in Prague have arrested a 
yonng Czech workiogmau, suspected of 
murdering Police Agent Urva, who was 
found dead in hia rooms yesterday, with a 
dagger in his breast. Marks on hia throat 
showed that he had been strangled as well 
as stabbed. His body lay beside the 
Christmas tree, which ho waa decorating 
when he waa attacked. Urva was de- 
nounced by tho young Czechs during tho 
recent debates in tho Reicherath, and 
had frequently expressed fears that 
ho would be asaaasinated. He often spoke 
of the man under arrest as a former com- 
rade, who was ready at any timo to run a 
dagger into his heart. This man waa aeon 
near Urva'a door at about tho timo when 
the crimo must have been committed. 
Late: he went to Urva'a mother and told 
her that ho heard her son waa dead. The 
asaaaaination haa excited all Bohemia. It 
will cause the severest enforcement of the 
exceptional repreasivo measures recently 
approved by tho Reichstag. 

Tho Berlin correspondent of tho Inde- 
pendence Helge says that tho construction 
of a military camp at Malniedy on tho 
Belgian frontier ia the first step towards tho 
general transfer of tho ormy manccuvroa 
from tho interior to tho frontier, Tho object 
of this change is to avoid tho damage done 
to the crops by tlic concentration of troops 
in tho most fruitful districts in tho Cerman 
territory. Similar fortifications will be con- 
structed probably near the boundary be- 
tween Bohemia and Saxony and on the 
frontiers of Pomerania aud Fosen. This 
explanation is regarded as a subterfuge. 
Franco ia expected to begin fortifying her 
northeastern frontier to counterbalance tho 
etr.jct of Germany's action at Malmedy, 



UNABLE TO AUKEE. 

A Chicago Jury Fall to t'ciuvlct a Hell'-Coii- 
fessi'd .Murderer. 

CincAi;o, Dec. 21. — The jury in the case 
of Goo, Craig, on trial for the murder of 
Emma Werner, came into court this morn- 
ing, and stated they were unable to agree, 
Thoy were discharged. George Craig was 
indicted for one of the most mysterious 
and horrible luurdera over comiiiitted in 
tho country. lOiiima Werner was a 
pretty little girl of eight years, who disap- 
peared during May laat. The morning 
afterwards, iu an alley at F. Keeker's brew- 
ery, on tlie ]51ooiiiingdale road, workmen 
discovered tlio dead body of tlie little girl. 
Her face wa'< iilack and blue and her tongue 
protruded. Her clothes wore aoiled, torn 
and blooily, and it was easily seen that she 
had met with fearful usage before her 
death. 

Several days afterwards George Craig, 
who was workini,' as a painter at the 
World's Fair was arriisted. Craig made a 
coufeBsioii ailtnilting that he liud aBsaulteil 
Emma Werner, and signed a confession in 
the presence of aoveral witnotsus. Up to 
this time he had not boon told that the little 
one was dead, but when so informed by a 
newspaper man, subtcquontly expru.ssed sur- 
prisoandsa'dhoaupposed ho would be sent to 
tlie penitentiary for life. During the pro. 
greas of the trial several eirorts were made 
by the counsel for the defenco to (|uaali the 
indictment and to prevent tho confession 
from going to tho jury. It waa asserted that 
a confession which implicated the accused 
in a criminal assanlt only, was not admia- 
abie in a trial for murder. This was over- 
ruled by Judge Cheotlain, who held that 
tho confession contained facts bearing on 
the trial, For tWO weeks the trial has oc- 
cupied the attention of the court and jury. 



SEKIOUS EXPLOSIONS. 

Torjicrto .Magazine Blown to Atoms— A Burst 
Ing of n Saw Mill Buller in Alabama. 

McDonald, Dec. 24,— This afternoon the 
magazine of tho Acme Torpedo at Willow 
Grove, waa blown to atoms by an explosion 
of nitro-glycerine. Baildings for miles 
round were shattered and oonaiderable 
damage was done. Every window glass in 
the town was broken. No person waa seri 
ously injured. The explosion was caused 
by the glycerine becoming overheated from 
a fire built to thaw it out. This is third 
time within two years that the magazine 
has been deatroyed. 

BntMiNfiiiA.M, Ala., Doc, 21. — News 
reached here to-day of a terrible boiler ex- 
plosion which occurred late yesterday after- 
noon at Whitesburg, on the Tennessee river. 
The immense boiler of C, Nicholles' big aaw- 
mill exploded, instantly killing engineer 
Benjamin Thomas and fireman Amos 
Banks, and, it ia aaid, perhaps 
fatally wounding three laborers whoso 
names have not boon ascertained. 
Banks was standing near tho boiler 
head and his body waa blown into tho 
branches of a tree, where it waa impaled on 
a broken limb, fifty feet from tho ground. 
A fiyiiig niisaile cut olf Engineer Thomas' 
head. Tho others were scalded by the 
escaping steam. Tho couse of tho explo- 
aion was that the steam was allowed to ex- 
ceed the capacity of the boiler. 



BOUND TO SUCCEED. 

Codlna's Precautions to Ensnre Barcelona's 
TUealie Explosion. 

Baboelona, Deo. 24.— Jose Codina, who, 
after his arrest, oonfessed that he threw the 

bomb in tho Lyceum theatre, told tho police 
laat night that ho look two bombs into the 
theatre. Ho iiad intended to throw them 
both, but after using one ho had seen a 
detective following him. He, therefore, 
hastened from tho house with tho other 
bomb under hia coat.

Draft of a Memorial From tlie 
World's Congress at 
Chicago 



To be Presented to Each of the 
National Oovern- 
ments. 



Washinoto.v, Dec. 24.— The World'a Col- 
umbian Exposition memorial in favor of in- 
ternational arbitration has been presented 
tn Secretary Gresham and President Cleve- 
land by William E. Blaokatone, of Chicago, 
of the World's Columbian Commission. It 
ia a remarkable document, having the auto- 
graph signatures of the repreaontatives of 
forty different nations which participated in 
the Exposition, including Sir Richard Web- 
ster, England; George R. Cockburn, of 
Canada ; Enrique Depuy de Lome, of Spain; 
Admiral Maurtit, of Brazil; D, Avon von 
'alitrehea Palmforat, of Austria; Thokky 
Bey, of Turkey; N, Yamatoka, of 
Japan ; Profeasor Dr. Shoppan Wartz- 
oldt, of Germany ; Chun Quan Kee, 
of China ; also tho commisBionera from tho 
different states and territories of tho United 
States, the directors and officials of the ex- 
poaition and many of the chairmen and 
speakers at the meetings of tho world's con- 
gress, including Cardinal Gibbons, Mgr. Sa- 
toUi, Dr. Phillip Schaff, Bishop Morrill, 
Joseph Cook, Mr. Moody, Rev. Alexander 
MacKay Smith, W. F. Dodge, Lady Som- 
erset and Lady Aberdeen. The President 
xpresaed hia approval of tho objects sought 
by the memorialists and mentioned that the 
amo sentiment had been incorporated in 
hia recent meaaage. Tho following ia the 
memorial : 
To tho govcrnmonta of the world : 
Tho undersigned citizens of many coun- 
ries, gathered at the World's Columbian 
Exposition in Chicago, in the United States 
of America, recognizing tho advantages ac- 
cruing to those nations which have pursued 
tho policy of arbitrating international dis- 
putes, and desiring that tha like benefits 
nay in tho future be enjoyed by all nations, 
and deendng this a favorable opportunity, 
do hereby join in this memorial to all our 
various governments, praying that they

A tiling Itiildi'd In Birnilnirliam, Alabama— 
.Several of Them Killed. 

BiKMi.VdiiA.M, Ala., Dec, 21, — Town Mar- 
shall i'hillipa and a poaae of oflicera raided a 
notorious gambling den at tho Pract Minea 
at midnight, laat night. As the olficera 
broke open tho door, the lights in tho room 
went out and tho gamblers opened fire, 
which was returned by tho officers. A 
regular battle In tho dark followed, 
tho gamblera retreating from tho 
place as rapidly as possible. When 
the confusion was over and tho 
lights were turned on again, a bloody scene 
was presented, Henry Sherrian, one of the 
gamblera, lay dead on the floor with a bullet 
in his heart. Isaac Milton and Sam Sterne, 
two more of the gamblers, were fatally 
wounded, and one of tho officers, whose 
name could not be learned, was seriously 
wounded. The remainder of the gamblers, 
twenty- two in number, made their escape. 
It ia thought several of them were hurt, as 
drops of blood were found in their tracks, 

. BANK BESIEGED. 

A Hob Unset ii i^aviiiL'S Bunk Which lliul 
HiiBiK'iided Throiijjli Ollicial 
Frauds, 

Pkaoue, Deo. 24. — A mob gathered on 
Friday in the atroota of Chomovitz and 
marched to the Savings bank, which had 
auapended payment owing to tho embezzle- 
ment of its money by Cashier Spinka. All 
the members of tho board of directors lied 
from tho city, and one killed himself with a 
revolver in a near-by town. Beyond terri- 
fying tho directors the mob accomplished 
nothing, although it besieged the bank for 
several hours.

Washington, Doc, 21.— Minister Men- 
donoa has a despatch from the Brazilian 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, disproving tho 
story of the capture of Kio and outlining 
the movements of Gen. Saravas' insurgent 
column. Ho says tho messago received 
from my government ia moat aatiafactory. 
That elusive column under Gen. Saravas, 
the Minister of Foreign Affairs tells me con- 
aists of less than two thousand meu. They 
have got no further north than Santa Cathar- 
ina, and have so far failed in their efforts 
to effect a juncture with the forces of the 
Mello provisional government which is esta- 
blished on the islands of Santa Catbarina. 
General Saravas made an atlemptja month 
or so ago to reach the insurgents on the isl- 
ands, but the government forces defeated 
him and drove him back to Rio Grande do 
Sul. He has now returned with u troop 
of cavalry, but has not pinned in the gov- 
ernment forces as yesterday's telegrams re- 
reported. Tho government of Santa Catb- 
arina haa 3,500 regular troops under his 
command and Saruva is not likely to make 
any serious impression against them. 

As to tho condition of things in Rio, con- 
tinued Mr. Mondonca, tho Government has 
control of every island in the bay except 
Villagaignon, Las Nebraa, and one other, 
which latter is a place of suburban resid- 
ences only, and of no vital importance in a 
military sense. It is true that Gen, Terrez, 
of tho army, was wounded by a shot from 
tho bush while making hia rounda upon the 
Government's islands. The next day, how- 
ever, with a sufficient force, tho island was 
taken from the insurgents. 

Secretary Herbert has received a cablegram 
from Capt. Picking, commanding the U. S. 
naval forces at Rio. Tho communication. 
Secretary Herbert aaid to-night, was in 
reference to private matters, and he de- 
clined to make it public. He stated, 
however, that tho captain made no 
reference to the wild story sent out about 
the fall of Rio and the resignation of Pelx- 
oto, and, consequently, it was safe to aaaume 
that there was no foundation for that "roor- 
back," as Capt. Picking would not overlook 
such an important event, if true, 

Rio de Janeiro, Deo. 24. — The report of 
a bloody battle at Ita Jaya, state of Santa 
Catharina, in whioh 400 insurgents were 
said to have been killed, has no foundation. 
In fact ic was discredited generally from 
the first, and is now authoritatively denied, 
BaEKOS Aybes, Deo. 24. — It is rumored 
here that the insurgent warships Republica 
and Aquidaban aro to attack Peixoto's 
small fleet in tho river Platte. 



A BULLET IN THE LIP. 

A Trifling Quarrel at Donald Leads to a 
Chrlstnms E\c Shooting. 

Donald, Dec. 24,— (Special) —John Barr, 
foreman for the Columbia River Lumber 
Co., was shot here laat night by H. Red- 
grave, provineial constable. Redgrave and 
Barr had had a diacusaion in the Forest ' 
house, which was not of a character to lead 
their frl-nds to believe there would be any 
trouble between them, and they left the 
houae together talking in ordinary tones. 
Shortly after Barr returned with a bullet 
hole in his upper lip, saying Redgrave had 
suddenly turned on him and shot him. 
Special conatables were at once sworn in 
and proceeded to search for Redgrave, who 
had disappeared. Dr. Symonda was sent 
for and ou hia arrival Mr. Barr was taken 
upstairs and a search made for the ball. It 
waa found that tho shot had taken effect in 
the upper lip, following tho outside of tho 
jaw aud burying itself in tho muscles of tha 
face, but owing to the great swelling of the 
check, it was impossible to locate the bullet 
until the inflammation haa been subdued. Mr. 
Barr is a powerful man and to thia ia due 
the manner in ^ybich he withstood a shook 
which would have prostrated most men. 

[Of course Mr. Barr's story only haa been 
hoard an yet; Redgrave's explanation will 
doubtless throw more light ou what at 
present appears to bo a very peculiar affair, 
Though Harry Redgrave haa a quick tem- 
per his friends hero will hardly believe him 
capable of using a revolver except under the 
greatest provocation or in defence of his 
life.]

Financial Pointers — Shipments of 
Wheat From Bulsla Decreasing. 

Private honor ia a public treasure. Pub- 
lic treasure may be secured at the expense 
of private honor. Ilonest legislation may 
provide honest money or dishonest men. A 
liquidated income dollar when clipped is 
generally sent to the nuut of muscle for re- 
coinage. Constitutionai distribution can 
only be ctlected by constitutional taxation. 
A tax on products in transit for exchange 
fdlls mainly on desire that excaeds neces- 
sity. Keonomy is the only defense aga'inst 
a tax that settles on price. The man that 
invents a tax that will fit bales, banks, 
bushels, barrels, bonds, beer and bullion 
alike in forty-four States can be made 
American pope. 

National taxes may bo levied on trans- 
portation, which both on land and sea 
claims the nation's right of eminent domain 
through legal titles originally granted by 
the nation in contracts expressed or implied. 
The nation always reserved tho right of tax- 
ation. r.,and values lire local creations, and 
should be subject only to local, or at moat 
State taxation. Personal property, pro- 
ducts of labor, either in use or iu process of 
exchange for use, should not suffer a direct 
tax. The tariir is a method of collecting a 
tax on the business of carrying merchandise 
l)etwcen nations by water. In doing this 
wo discrindnute wisely in favor of protect- 
ing our own induatriea. Foreign vcsaola 
should pay a tai on merchandise tonnage de- 
livered free of duties enough to protect 
American vesaola. 

The tendency of investors in stocks and 
bonda ia to favor tho blanket form of mort- 
gage, to discriminate against anything not a 
first claim on proaperoua property, and 
againat men of doubtful character or capa- 
city, and to ((uestion corporation promises 
and capitalization. 

Kussian porta are reported freezing up. 
Shipments of wheat are increusiDg. French 
stocks are decreasing. The Australian crop 
is reported as but 31,700,000 bushels 
against -10,000,000 ft month ago. They com- 
mence cutting a new crop soon. United 
Kingdom supplies since September 1 are re- 
ported 08 under requirements. Ordinarily 
they have exceeded requirements for the 
same time from t)}reo to eight million 
bushelx. Reorbohni says one ■ third 
the United Kingdom stock is Hour 
and that one part is more de- 
pressing to tho market than two 
parts of unground wheal. Mark Lane euti- 
matea that tho United Kingdom farmers 
have sold I,:iOO,OUO (luartera of wheat, and 
have -I.OOO.OOO more to sell. Indian ship- 
ments since April have boon about ton niil- 
lion bushels less than last season. The 
amount al'ioat is 1,200,000 bushels larger 
than a year ago. 

Tho rcceipta of hogs recently show a 
larger proportion of pigs and lighter weigh ta, 
indicating supplies are small, and may bo 
light tho forepart of thu coming year. 
Chicago and Now York's stocks of provisiona 
nro smaller than any December in a decade. 
Cash property in niauy instances rules higher 
than for January tlelivery. Sentiment haa 
been more bearish than bullish. It is nearly 
always so after a big decline.

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PRUSSIAN TAXATION, 



Finance Miuistev Mignpl Reviews the 
Situation With Gonsiiiei'ible 
Minuteness- 

The Treaty With Russia and Its 
Effects Upon the Price 
of Wlioat. 

(CO|iyriK'IiL of IS'.B by tlio UiiUed Prcsa.) 
BEiti.i.N, Dec. 'J l. — Although Ihe Roiohatag 
has adjourned leaving the mmiitry trium- 
phant along the whole iiae, great uncer- 
tainty prevails in olfiuial quarters concorn- 
iiig the future. Dr. Miguel, I'ruaaiaii Minis- 
ter of Finance, yealerday f;avo valuable 
interview and explained the aituation to 
ttie editor of the Deutaolie-Warto. Ho com- 
plained to the editor that the lack of large 
Bolid parties in the Reichstag hindered fiscal 
reforms. The old groups had crumbled to 
pieces and each of the new ones piust bo 
approached in tha way of its special inter- 
ests. This state of aflairs prevented Gov- 
many from boconiini; a stioiif; centralized 
state. Herr Miguel ignored the fact that 
the government owed its recent suooesaea to 
the chance manipulation of tlio small par- 
liamentary fiotioua. These succeaaea would 
have been inipoaaiblc luul the large compact 
groups still existed. 

" Sound imperial linanoe," Dr. Miguel 
continued, " could not bo obtained witiiout 
fiscal reforms. The government can have 
no object other than the country's good, yet 
the opposition treat the ministers as if they 
were enemies of the empire, " 

" The taxation of tobacco is opposed," it 
was remarked, " as if tobacco were a neces- 
sity of life. The tax doubtless would lead 
to some dislocation of the tobacco industry ; 
but if 10,000 tobacco workers should be 
thrown out of employment, what then ?" 

" Moat of them," it was replied, " would 
find work in other iudustrios, while the 
country gennrally would experience no dis- 
comfort. Ihe treasury would be relieved." 

Dr. Miguel admitted that the wine tax 
proposals would be modiSed, but all the 
contemplated alterations of his plans, he 
declared, would not tuuoh the priuciplo. 
The promluniB on exports of sugar would be 
left intact, he said. The Oovernment fully 
recognized the depreaHiou in the agricultural 
districts. When the Prussian Landtag 
should open a measure would bo introduced 
for the creation of agricultural chambers, in 
which the interesta of the great land owners 
and small farmers would bo represented 
equally. The (joverninenl would aaaiat the 
Chambers in agrarian reforma and in obtain- 
ing agricultural credit. 

Dr. Miguel aaid he was convinced that 
the grain powers exaggerated the elTeots 
which the treaty with Russia would have 
upon the prico of ccreala. Anyhow it was 
impoaaihlo to prevent Russian grain 
from entering Clerniany by aide ways. Be- 
aides having coiicludeil treaties with the 
Powers, Germany could hardly decline to 
conclude one with Russia. Undoubtedly 
the Russian monetary system presented u 
grave objection. The agitation on gold en- 
couraged exportation and rendered customs 
duties illusionary, but Germany had the 
same disadvantage in dealing with Austria, 
Hungary and Italy. It was always danger- 
ous to conclude commercial treaties with 
countries having unstable currency systems. 
If no understanding should be reached with 
Russia, who could predict what might hap- 
pen in Russian negotiations with other 
countries? 

Finally, Dr. Miguel thought the Reioh- 
Bta;;, however bitterly prejadiced against 
the new tax proposals, would approve the 
scheme in bulk as there was no alternative 
plan to meet the increased expenditure.

Striking Sentences In the Anarchist Circular 
' Distributed in I'arls. 

Pakis, Dec. '23. — The Asaeciated I'rcsa 
hos obtained a copy of a vioUat niAifcalo 
which the French anarchiala of I^ondon Imvo 
secretly prepared for distribution in Paris. 
The manifesto is headed, "The Uynamitards 
to the Panama Crew." The manifesto says: 

"This first dynamite explosion will not be 
the last for you wretches. Since 1871, when 
you converted Paris into a charnel house 
and mossaored 35,000 proletnriiuis '.ho re- 
public has been turned into a den of tliievca, 
directed successively by aooundrel Thicra, 
brute MucMahon, thief ( Irtvy ai\d mannikin 
Carnot, while the poor hounds below 
are condemned to white slavery or 
to die of starvation in the streets. 
Do you think such a state of things 
oan endure? No, the rc/olution will de- 
vour you. We whom ;, ou outlawed will 
come to rcaouo the siurving and duped 
poor, who cannot wait patiently like the 
labor deputiea, so-calUii lif'cauae they do no 
work. Tlieto idi ■• i ■ .th reni-gade dejmfiee 
declared recently ihav yi u would have thciii 
.shot like rabljita, lu' they decline to lij 
blown up witli you. i) i 'lot hold the mihcr- 
able Socialidta rcsjioiis. bio for dynamite.

THE CRONIN MURDER. 



Mrs. AndreAV Foy's Damanring' Evidence 
Against Coughlin and His 
Accomplices. 



Burke's Visit to ITer Husband and 
Details (xiveii of Conversations 
Between Them. 



CiiiL'AdO, Deo. 2.').— Palo and evidently in 
groat fear, Mrs. Andrew Foy appeared on 
tho witness stand at the opening of the 
Coughlin trial yeaterday morning, with a 
policeman near to guard her against harm 
which has been darkly threatened. Tho 
defence objected to her testimony on the 
ground that evidence by a wife calculated 
to implicate her husband in a crime is in- 
competent. The underatanding was that 
she would toll of a series of meetinga at her 
house, at which Coughlin was recognized 
by all as the leader, and that her husband 
afterward confessed that at these meetings 
the plan was formed which led to Dr. Cron- 
in's murder, and that her husband took part 
in tho plot and was present shortly after the 
murder was committed. Judge Tuthill fin- 
ally decided to admit Mrs. Foy's testimony, 
her evidence to be confiued to what she saw 
and what she said to any one of tho conspir- 
ators. The examination then proceeded 
amid profound attention on the part of the 
audience, which filled the room, and with 
constant objections from the defence. Her 
atory in substance was us follows : 

site knew Coughlin, Martin Burke and 
Patrick Cronin, all of whom had been at 
her house. Coughlin appeared there first 
in March or April, 1889. He visited her 
husband several times, and they talked in 
whispers. During one of these visits she 
surprised her husband and Coughlin. Tho 
latiLT was reading a letteraloud. She caught 
tho worils, "Remove him at all haz'irda, but 
use your discretion." Witnes.s then told of 
two visits of Cronin, at which he and her 
huab.'iud held w hispered- conversations, al- 
ways with the doors closed. lJurke also 
visited her husband and talked with him in 
private. ] f.: came again the night of May 
(j, ISS!), two days after tho ('renin munler. 

This was biltei ly fought by tho defence, 
but tho court decided to udiiut it, saying 
he would instruct tho jury that it merely 
tended to show consjjiracy, but did not bear 
on Coughlin'a guilt. Continuing, witueaa 
said Coughlin called May 12 and atked for 
lior husljaiid. She told him she was afraid 
her husbund had been arrested. Coughlin 
replied : "Oh, there's no proof bgaiust 
Andy. lie's all right." "I aaid," con- 
tinued Mrs. Foy, "Coughlin, this ia an 
awful thing you have done Dr. Crouin 
will do you more harm dead than alive." 
IIo laughed and said I need not worry. 
"There's no danger," said he, "but you 
will be taken care of anyway. Don't 
worry." 1 asked him who waa to take care 
of me anil my little children. "Oh," he 
aaid, "don't ndnd about that. Aloxaiider 
Sullivan is a good friend of your husband 
and of mine and ho will take care of you." 

Tho deep silence in the court at this 
|)oint wM broken by the prosecuting attor- 
ney resuming the examination, and then a 
b'.i/,/. of comment among tho spectators at 
this startling statement. Witness con- 
tinued : " Coughlin came once before that 
time anil told my husband what luck he bad 
in fooling Capts. Sobaaok and Schettler 
about Dr. Cronin's body and where they 
pub it." Witness said that Coughlin had 
several times assured her there was no dan- 
ger of her husband being molested. Ho 
told her if she would keep quiet she would 
be well taken care of. 'I'hia ended the 
direct examination, and croaa-exiuninal ion 
begun, going minutely into details of tho 
relations of Mrs. Foy with the wife of T. 
P. Conlilin, with whom Dr. Cronin hoarileil' 
The crosa-examination of Mrs. Foy was 
continued throughout the afternoon acKsion. 
.She bore up to the end without oncj losing 
command of her faculticd. Her aiory 
sei'ineii truthful, and she proved herself a 
person of more than a>'eiage intelligence. 
.\ll talk of her alleged iiiHanily Heoma un- 
I'ouiuled, and an unpri'jiidiucil iibaei'ver 
would not Ibinl; hur oLiier than sane, 'J'he 
damning evidencii sho gave grew stronger 
under cross examination. 'The story told by 
each witiiesa is tnudo more eifeotivo by the 
tH'orta of the defence to break its force. 

James iiowors, supposed to be a crunk, 
made a sensational attempt to-night to bribe 
tho Coughlin jury. While the jury, attend- 
ed by several oUicors, woa going from the 
court to the hotel, Uowera yelled: "Wo 
will make it worth $100 to each of you to 
set that man free." He was about to call 
out something eleo when a polioeman grab- 
b id him and locked him up. Until to-day 
ISowcrs was employed in a menial capacity 
at tho Hotel Renfost.

8d., not 
quite throe dollars, la Garland each weaver 
produces 700 yards, but he or she works only 
nine hours a day ; tho wagoa are 16a, Hd. 
Ill America each weaver producea 1,200 
yards and works ton hours a day and f;eta 
20 shilltnita a wee^. " The low-paid, long- 
lioured labor of the Italian factories are 
easily undersold by the higher paid and 
more effeotive labor of England and Amor- 

iOBk." 

The writer diacuasea the whole question 
fully, and shows that to oome to an intelli- 
gent ooDolusion aa to the economy of high 
wages and as to tho limit to which it is safe to 

go, many olomonts must entorintothooalcuta- 
tion. Tlio subjoot is a di/lioult aa well aa an 
iutcreating one. The writer, however, 
makes it auflioiently dear that tho " pauper 
labor," of whioh so much ia heard on this 
aide of the Atlantic, is really nothing moro 
than a bugbear, the pauper labor being, as 
far as the manufacturer ia oouoorncd, tho 
dearest kind of labor.

" THE EOONOMY OF HIGH WAGES." 

The December number of the Contem- 
porary Review oontaina an inatruotive 
article by J. A. Hobson on the " Economy 
of High Wages." Tho writer ahowa con- 
clusively that pauper labor does nob always 
mean cheap production, butfrecjuontly tho ro- 
verao. Low pricod labor, for several causea, 
is often not nearly so productive as high- 
priced labor. He, for inatanoe, tells us that 
Mr. Braasey found that in India, vrhere the 
coat of native labor ranges from 4d. to GJd. a 
day, mile for mile, tho coat of railway work 
ia about tho same aa in England. The aamo 
results were obtained, though not in ao 
atriking a degree, in Canada and in Ireland. 
English navvies at five and aiz shillings a 
day were actually cheapar than French 
Canadian laborers ot three shillings 
and three and sixpence a day, and in Ire- 
land he found it more profitable to employ 
English navvies at three ahillinga a day 
than Iriah farm laborers at one and aix- 
penco. In manufactures, low-priced labor 
ie not always the cheapest. "In France, 
Germany and BelKium, wheV wages and 
the standard of living were conaider&bjy 
lower than In England, the coat of turning 
out a given product was not leas, but 
greater. In the United States, and in a few 
tradea in Holland, where tho standard 9l 
comfort was as high, or higher, than in the 
corresponding English industries, more 
or better work waa done." Mr. 
Brassey's experience coincides with 
that of Professor Schulzo - Governitz. 
That economipb found that low-priced 
labor is not in all cases by any means the 
most profitable. Some tabulated statements 
of his that are reproduced in the article show 
results that to most people frill be unex 
pected. It ia generally supposed that in 
the beginning of tho century, when most of 
the spinning waa done by hand, moro people 
wore engaged in spinning cotton than at 
preaent and that they received higher wagea. 
Well the tablea ahow that the contrary of 
this was the case. In 1819 21 for instance 
there were 111,000 persona engoged in apin- 
ning cotton in lingland. Tho average yearly 
wages in that industry were in those years 
£'2G 13 and tho product of ouch worker was 
968 pounda of yarn. In 1880 82 there were 
240,000 cotton spinners in England, 
Although wonderful improvements had 
been made in labor-saving machin- 
ery in the intervening years, more 
than twice tho number of people wore 
employed in apinning cotton in 1880 than 
there was in 1819. Tho wogos of each 
spinner were in the later period £44 4i. 
The product of each spinner had inoreaaed 
greatly, one year'a work in the former 
period waa only 968 pounds, in tho latter 
period it was 5,520 pounds, nearly six 
times aa many. Tho record of tho weavera 
is somewhat similor with roapecb to the 
wages paid, but different aa to tho number 
employed. In 1819 there were 250,000 
ootton weavers in England ; in 1880 there 
were 246,000. Tho yearly income in 1819 
waa £20.193, In 1880 it was .C'iO. Tho 
annual produotpor workorsovonty-two yoara 
ano, waa 322 pounda ; tho annual produot 
thirteen yeora ago waa 4,0.39 pounds, We 
see that in America the average yearly wages 
of a ootton weaver in 1830 were ?1CI 
■ and in 1884 they wore $290. The product 
of each worker had incroaaed from ^..^i'^l 
yards to 28,0.S2 yards. This great iucreaso 
was, of course, mainly due to the improve- 
menta in machinery. In Switzerland where 
the wages ore low and the honra long, the 
. weekly produot of • the ootton weaver is 466 



THE IMPERIAL IDBA. 

Wo 800 that aomo of our conluniporarioa 
in Eastern Canadii aro chuckling cer tho 
alleged dissolution ot the Imperial Federa- 
tion League. We must oonf ess that wo 
cannot see what there ia to rejoice at in tho 
breaking up of that organization. The ob- 
ject of its nieml)ora wao a glorioua one. To 
unite Great Britain and lier colonies into 
ono vast closely-knit oonimoiiweallh ia as 
great and as noblo a work aa any alatesinan 
or any patriot of any nation, in any age, 
1 ever engaged in. Such a union, if olTcct- 
cd, would euauro tho permauenco and tho 
prosperity of the liritiah Empire, and every 
member of it would bo a partaker of iti 
greatness. 

Although tho Federation League may 
have died, the " Imperial Idea " atiil Uvea 
and is cherished by some of tho greatest 

men in England and the 'coloniea. Such 
practical atateamen aa Lord Koaobory and 
Sir John Lubbock do not gonendly advocate 
visionary aehonies, and such thinkora aa Mr. 
Leckoy aro not in tho habit of entertaining 
ideas that aro merely chimerical. It ia as 
certain as anything on earth is certain that 
tho idea of uniting tho different parts of the 
British Empire moro closely than they are 
now united, will before long rovivo and 
assume a practical shape. Tho change 
of feeling In Great Britain towards 
her oolenies that has taken place 
within the last twenty years ia 
bub the precursor of tho greater 
change of which indioatioua aro already 
visible both in tho Mother Country and 
her coloniea. A lecture recently delivered 
at the Imperial Institute by Mr, Leckey, 
tho Prince of Wales being in the chair, 
contains the following passage : 

Tho reign of peace has not oome. National 
antipathies and joalouaiea play about as 
great a part in human affairs aa they ever 
did, and there are certainly not leas than 
three and a half milliona — there are proba- 
ably nearly four milliona of men — under 
arms in what are called the peace eatablis'.'- 
menta of Europe. It is beginning to bo 
clearly seen that with our vast, redundant 
and ever-growing population, with our 
enormous manufactures and our ut- 
terly insufiScienb supply of home-grown 
food, it is a matter of life and 
death to the nation, and especially to 
tho working; clasaea, that there should be 
Bocuro and extending fields open to our 
goods ; and in the present condition of the 
w orld wo must mainly look for these fields 
within our own Empire. We have learned 
to feel how valuable it is in an age, in 
which international jealousies are so rifo, 
that there ahould bo vast and rapidly grow- 
ing portions of tho globe that are not only 
at peace with ua but at ono with na ; how 
unspeakably important it ia to Iho future of 
the world that the linglish race tlirough the 
ages that are to come ahould cling aa closely 
as possible together. Aa tho distinguished 
atateaman who now represents tho United 
States in England lately said with an ad- 
mirable point, if it is not always 
true that trade follows the flag 
it is at leaat true that "heart follotra Uac," 
and the feeling that our fellow aubjecta iu 
diatant parts of tho Empire bear to us ia 
very different from the feeling of the most 
friendly foreign nation. 

If it is beoomlng.oleorer and dearer every 
year that the colonies are neceaaary to the 
Empire, it ia equally clear that tho Empire 
ia necessary to tlie coloiiicn. iN'oiio of them 
alone is able to withstand tho force that 
may be brought against ib by one of the 
Great Powers, but closely united with Its 
fellow colonies and tho Mother Country, it 
could oafely bid defiance to the whole world. 
This conviction ia growing, and will con- 
tinue to grow, and au far from the Imperial 
Idea dying out, we would not bo ut all sur- 
prised to see it extend and develop into a 
Boheme of Union for all national purpoaea 
of the Eogliah-apeaking nations and com- 
munities of the world.

This ia a passage from tho interviow : 

It Is surely unnoceeaary to say that Ro- 
man Catholics may bo gooil citizona; and 
that nothing can bo moro unjust or fooliah 
than tho attempt to fasten on them, en 
maaao, tho reproach of disloyalty, and to ex- 
clude them from all i)lacea of truat^ in tho 
State or tho community. Ifo suoh attempt 
can or ahould succeed. 

Should any action bo taken, either by Ro- 
man Catholics or any other class of persons, 
contrary to good government, we should 
strenuously oppose; but it is preposterous 
to thinli of putting the adherents of any 
church, as such, under the ban. The spirit 
of political juslioo and of the Christian re- 
lii^ion equally forbid. 'The Intelligent friends 
of .f|iml rightn will not hesitate to apply 
their principles importially to all creeds 
and cloaaea. Should any church intrude 
into the domain of the State thoy will resist 
it with all their strength; but should the

The Wan- 
derers were not very long before they set- 
tled down to some pretty passing, and the 
first half ended with the score four to 
nothing. In the second half they scored 
one more, and Wellington managed to got 
three, tho cramo thus ending in tho Wan- 
derers' favor by five to three. It would bo 
unfair to single out any one player as de- 
serving of special mention, as each and all 
played a splendid game. 

Little Albert Coronv, a brown-eyed lad 
of thirteen, is spending a very unhappy 
Christmas at the City Police station — nob as 
a prisoner, but as a guest. He came hero 
from San Francisco on the Walla Walla, 
Saturday, expecting to be met at the dock by 
his mother, who bad been a resident of Vic- 
toria for the past two years or more. She 
was not there to welcome him, howover, 
and tho kindly police officers could only 
assure him that they would do their best to 
find her, and make his waiting as comfort- 
able as poeaible. Inquiries were made 
among the Italian residents by Sergeant 
Hawton and other members of tho forco, 
the name seeming to indicate that Mrs. 
Corona was troiii sunny Italy. Tho name 
was unfamiliar to all, however, and as tho 
hours went by the lad grew anxious, ex- 
pressing tho fear that something had hap- 
pened to his mother, whom he had not seen 
for years. Jjiter in the evening, two Col- 
onist reporters started out to boo what 
could bo ascertained in regard to tho miaa- 
ing mother. They diacovored that .\lr. Cor- 
ona Bomo time ago pubaed to the groat 
beyond, his widow subsequently marrying a 
San Francisoian named Lowonthal. They 
soon after separated, the woman coming 
here. Her children she had placed in a pri- 
vate school at San Francisco, an agent nam- 
ed James Merwin paying the bills. Lowen- 
thal on several ocoasiona ia said to have in- 
terfered with this arrangement, taking 
Albert, tho eldest, away and shipping him 
to his mother. It is believed that he is re- 
sponsible for tho lad's present appearance in 
Victoria. When the Walla Walla left the 
Bay City a telegram was sent ahead to Mrs. 
Corona's address here, telling her to meet 
the boat. She bad left for California a fort- 
night before and so the telegram was nnde- 
liverod. Now the boy is here and his fate 
remains to be decided, for the mother's ad- 
dress is not known. A relative in Nanaimo 
will be communicated with to-day; in the 
meantime Albert will eat hia Christmas din- 
ner with tho prisoners at the city juil. 



Chinamen for Ucportntlou. 
San Antonio, Dec. 24.— Chief Dapaty 
Walters will leave this week for San Fran- 
cisco, having in charge sixty-five Chinamen 
sentenced to be deported for violation of tho 
exclusion act. Ho will bo accompanied by 
twenty guards. All of theao Orientals have 
boon arrested witliin the past three months. 
Twelve of them aro in jail in San Antonio, 
nineteen at Del e Bio and the remainder at 
Eagle Pass and El Paso.

Two Italians Quarrel on Ilumboiat Street and 
One Becelves Serious if not Fatal 
lojurles. 

An Itoliun named Rafael PuUtan, a 
roaidcnt of Humboldt Btroot, caused Iho po- 
lice coiisidcrnblo trouble last evening. Dur- 
iug tho ovoniug ho got into a (juarrel with a 
fellow-countryman named Joo Nucoi, the 
purtieulur.s of which ho could not well ex- 
plain, tho result beicg two cuts underneath 
his left shoulder blade, one on hia left arm 
a little below tho elbow, ami another on tho 
right liand. PuUtan lirat found his way to 
Morrison's drug store after ho emerged from 
tho row, where tho police wore coriimuiii- 
oated with. Sergeant TIawton iMiiuudiatoly 
had tho unforlunato man removed to tho 
city police station, where his wounds were 
unofficially examined, the outs showiiig 
signs of having been inflioted by a small 
penknife. 

In order to make sure that the wounds 
were not dantierous th& sergeant then had 
the man removed to fito Jubilee hospital, 
where the injuries were properly attended 
to. Pulltan anys that he was stftbbsd with 
a long dagger knife, and that bis assailant 
has been threatening to kill him forsome time 
past under no provocation whatever. Aa tho 
man waa considerably under tho influence 
of li(juor, lioivovor, a clear story of how hia 
trouble occurred could not bo obtained. The 
police are nevertheless well acquainted with 
Nucci, having parted him and Eulltan in 
lights before. 

When tho wounds wore examined in tlio 
hospital by Dr. Richardson, thoy wore found 
, to be of a muoh more serious nature than 



was at first supposed, one of the outs in his 
buck riachiug to hi( lung and may ro- 
suit fatally, Nuooi was arrested late in tho 
evening by Oflicers Mowatt and Abel, on a 
chargo of assaulting Pulltan with intent to 
do grioviouB bodily harm.

" Greatr monarch, in this little eight by 
ten hut living on bacon and beans" — 

" From tbo ceiitre all round co the sea ; 
I'm lord of tho fowl and the bruto. 

Far from Inmianity's roaoh, 

1 must ilnlsli my Journey alonu ; 

Ncvor hem- the swcot music of Bpooch, 
I start at tlio sound of my own." 

" Right you are, old Robinson; you 

wore homesick, too." 

He would write those selections all 
over his walls. Tired (jf this, he'd take 
out his almanac iind read once more the 
jokes and try to get up an interest in tho 
patent medieino advertisements. As the 
fall came on ho lost hope ; ho felt that ho 
was to spend another winter alone, and 
then an awful fear grew upon him. Ho 
feared that ho should lose his reason. 
'Phis fear possessed him bo entirely th;it 
he felt it would only be a matter of a few 
niore months till he would bo a lunatic. 
At night the howl of a wolf or tho 
hooting of ail owl would wake him and 
he would start up and rush to tho door, 
hoping to SCO Indians or traders coming 
to the jiost, but the moon would be ahin- 
ing peacefully on the lake and the still- 
ness uiibeaiaiile.

Uidaeascar Natives un thn War Path Ascalnst 
the French. 

Pabis, Dec. 21. — Further news from 

Madagascar aaya that the Hovaa are arming 
with much spirit, and are forcing the peas 
ants to quit the rice fields. The R'.khavaIos 
have attacked the French outposts at Buoni. 
Some 250 Rahavaloa besieged Mandraty on 
the night of Oct. 21, pillaged several cabins 
and captured two Frenchmen, Deatange and 
Gravol, asleep. The place withstood a furious 
Bttaclt for three hours. Several Rahavaloa 
were killed. On tlio side of tiie besieged, 
Sitangue, a Frenchman, and four natives 
were killed and seven natives were wounded. 
The Rahavaloa withdrew at dawn, taking 
twenty-aoven priaonera and leadirg Deatange 
and Gavol by corda attached to their necks. 
They, however, eacapod later duriug a de- 
bauch in which the Rahavaloa indulged, and 
returned to the towa thirty-six hours later, 
stripped and exhausted.

Allejratiou Tbat an Ohio Mauufaeturer 
Has Been Kidnapped and 
Detained. 



Tl\e Other Side Say He Went Away 
on Account of Fam- 
ily Jars. 



Chicago, Deo 24 —Henry B. Shields, of 
Coleman, Shielda & Co., iron manufaoturors, 
of Niles, Ohio, and manager of the Guard 
Furnace, Gurd, Iowa, was arreatod at the 
Hotel Graco at 1 o'clock yeatorduy after- 
noon, charged with kidnapping E. M. 
Byors, of Pittsburg, Pa,, a member of the 
firm of M. Byers & Co., of that city. The 
warrant waa sworn out by Mra. Byera. 
Ho arrived in tho city yoatorday morning 
and registered at the Hotel Grace under the 
name of J. B. Perry, Boston, Ohio. The 
prisoner was admitted to bail in the sum of 
$10,000. 

Attorney Goo. S. Bailor, who ropresenta 
Mrs. Byera in Chicago, says ; " On May 
13, last, Henry B. Shields took Mr. Byers 
from tho hotel in Harrisburt; where he waa 
then living aud brought him to Chicago. 
Hero lie waa placed in charge of Dr. W. 
Lcu ia Tallnian. Mr. Byora' mind wua at 
that time temporarily Woakenod by various 
artifices, and as wo have learned by inuen- 
dos and finally charges nguinat hia wife, 
which grew stronger witli eacli rnpotilion. 
Mr. Byera waa worked into a state iu which 
ho was roughly handled. Sl'.ortly after his 
arrival here, ho waa placed under the im- 
mediate charge of a woman nurao, named 
Dilt.co, who received her directions from Dr. 
Tallman. For moro than tliree montlia, 
Mra. l?yers made dilligent search and 
inquiry for her husband and, duriug 
thia period, eho aaya Mr. Byora wrote fre- 
quently to her, but none of these letters 
reached her, and when he would inquire he 
was told tout aho no longer cared tor him. 
After a long search E. M. Byora and liia 
nurao wero found in St. I'aul. Mrs. Byers 
went there ond found him. Tho ne.xt diiy 
Dr. Tallman arrived, and together they re- 
turned to the Great Northern. It was while 
thoy were hero that Mr. Byers was ogain 
taken away, thia timo by Dr. Talln.an, 
while Mra. Byora lay ill. Dr. Tallman, 
with tho nurao, took hia patient to Mont- 
real. Sinco then Byers has been taken to 
various parts of tho country. 

Dr. Tallman ridiculed the story of the al- 
leged kidnapping, and the allegation that 
hia patient is insane. He says : "Mr. 
Byera was suffering from nervous prostra- 
tion, so when Mra, Byers went down to At- 
lantic City last May, he came out hero to 
try to recruit his health. He put himself 
in my charge because some friends had re- 
commended me. Ho waa doing finely, and 
in August ho wont up to St. Paul tf? tho 
races in charge of a trained nurao. Mrs. 
Byera went up thero and brought the sutiro 
party back here. Mr. Byera said he would 
try to live with hia wife. For fourteen 
daya they lived together. Sho quarrelled 
with him continually. On tho fourteenth 
day ho came and told mo he could stay no 
longer ; that ho waa going away whore he 
would have a chance to get well. Since 
then I have seen him but onco. His friends 
know where he ia, for he writes to them oc- 
casionally," 

TRAIN HELD UP. 

A Fftssenger Train on the HiMonrl FaeUc 
Robbed by Uasked Hen. 

CoFFEYViLLE, Dso. 24. — The sonth-bound 
passenger train. No. 12., on the Iron Moun- 
tain division of the Missouri Pacific railway, 
which left thia station at 1:30 o'clock thia 
evening, was held up and robbed by 
five masked men at Seminole station 
in tho Indian territory. Five miles south 
of Coffeyville, the switch lock was broken 
and tho train ran into tho siding on which 
a box car waa atanding on which waa a red 
lantern. Tho point of tlie robbery ia a 
amall station on the open prairie. 
The engineer, James Harris, was carefully 
guarded by one of tho men with a Win- 
cheater whilst the rest proceeded to rob the 
mail and express cars and every passenger 
on toe train from the smoker to the sleeper. 
Tho leader was a , tall man, who 
went through tho cars and re- 
lieved the frightened passengers of 
thoir money and valuables, while the party 
kept up a fuailado with Winchesters -.md 
revolvera. They evidently secured a large 
sum of money. A party of young people 
from Coffeyville, who were out driving, eat 
in thoir conveyance cloao to tho acene 
and witnessed tho air.iir. They were 
tho first to bring tl-.e news 
of the robbery to town. Several gentlemen 
of thia city who do buaiueaa iu tho territory 
were victim.s of tho brigouda. Fortunately 
no one was injured by tlie ahooting, which 
was all done by the robbers. Ono young 
man who wua iu the smoker, got up aa the 
robbers came iu and walked aliead of 
them through tho dillerenl cars in the hope 
of avoiding tliem. When they got to the 
rear of tho last car they caught liim, took 
bis watch and SIT, and made him jump oil. 
Ho walked back to Coffeyville but waa loo 
badly rattled to describe the affair. They held 
tho train about one hour and a half, and tho 
rear lights on tho car could bo seen from tho 
Missouri Pacific yarda here, while tho train 
was being gone through. The conductor, 
engineer, firemen and porters wero relieved 
of everything that they had even 
to their poeket knivep. The train con- 
tinued on tward Fort Smith after 
being relieved, and the desperadoes mount- 
ed thoir horaoa and left In a westerly direc- 
tion. They were dressed in oowboy outfits 
and wero all young men. They are a rem 
nant of the Star gang, and from the desorip 
tion given by Cunduotor Browne the leader 
ia Jim Wooten, who led the raid on tho 
Mound Valley bank.

Chicago Tribune : Jamea W. Ellsworth 
promises to revolutionizo the coal-mining 
buaincaa and bring down the prices mater- 
ially ID leas than years, Tho new eoh«m9 
ill mining ia tliO application of automatic 
machinery and compressed air. Mr. Ella- 
worth waa the first to try electricity in min- 
ing, but ho has abandoned that for air press- 
ure. The plans are not ready for the pub- 
lic, but Mr. Kllaworth says tho work 
ia Qvo times as rapid as former 
methoda, and ono man outside tho mines 
ia able to do tho work of eight men under 
common conditions. Tho machinery cuts 
ita way into tho coul a certain distance, a 
blast follows, the coal ia loaded into mine 
cars, which aro automatically attached to 
an endleaa rope, aud ia handled by machin- 
ery until emptied In tho coal cars. The 
vein of ooal in the West Virginia property 
of the company, Mr. Ellaworth says, ia 
thirty feet deep. Thia ia of several differ- 
ent varieties, including coke ooal and other 
valuable varieties. The machines to be 
used in the mines have demonstrated their 
ability to handle 5,000 tons of coal a day, 
Mr. Ellsworth says.
